Fritz produced a pocketknife 
and began to offer resistance 
when he was joined by two hus- 
ky lads who came out from the 
Yeshiva building. 

Together with both boys, one 
of whom was a former mem- 
ber of the Irgun, the other a 
member of the Hagana, Fritz 
pummeled his attackers into re- 
treat. But within a few mo 
ments, the hoodlums returned 
with five others who shouted 
anti-Semitic epithets and began 
to molest the three youths. In 
ensuing melee, Fritz was shot 
in the chest. 


Dr. Bernard Lander, of the Ma- 
yor's Commitiee on Unity which 
deals with juvenile delinquency 
and community relations, inform- 
ed The Post that several of the 
attackers were apprehended sev- 
@ral days after the _ incident. 
Among them was the hoodlum 
who had fired the shot. They are 
now being arraigned on felonious 
assault charges.

JERUSALEM—The Haganah, 
in a major display of strength, 
poured 5,000 troops into a suc- 
cessful battle to gain control of 
the road between Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem this week and cracked 
the Arabs two-week siege. 


The first Jewish convoy arriv- 
ed in the Jewish area after a 
running six-day battle through 
Arab traps, roadblocks and mine 
fields. 
trucks were believed lost in the 
savage struggle, 


In their fifth day of occupation 

of the Arab village of Castel, 
five miles west of Jerusalem, 
the Haganah repulsed a new 
counter-attack and maintained 
its grip on the village. Arab 
strength in the area west of Jer- 
usalem is set at 2,000. 

An Irgun-unit attacked a Brit- 
ish army camp at Pardes Hanna 
between Tel Aviv and Haifa, kill- 
ing the commanding officer. The 
Irgunists entered the camp in an 
armored car, firing indiscrimin- 
ately and then fied. 


All Jews Must Register 

The Vaad Leumi (Jewish Na- 
tional Council) ordered all Pal- 
estinian Jews of military age liv- 
ing aboard to register at the lo. 
cal Jewish Agency offices for mili- 
tary service. 

World Wide News Service re- 
ported that more than 100 Arabs 
were killed and many wounded 
when Haganah forces repulsed an 
attack on the famous Jewish set- 
tlement of Mishmar Haemek. A 
band of 1,000 Arab invaders at- 
tacked and Jewish casualties were 
believed to be heavy.

Austin said that under the pro- 
posal, the Soviet-boycotted Trus- 
teeship Council of the UN would 
be the administering authority 
of the proposed trusteeship. 


Austin said the U. S. propos- 
al called for appointment of a 
Governor General who would 
be authorized to call upon 
“such states as would be speci- 
fied” to supply troops to help 
maintain peace in Palestine. 


Both Jews and representatives 
of the invading Arabs promptly 
protested the U. S. scheme, 
which Austin emphasized 
purely tentative.

Another White Paper? 

A Jewish Agency spokesman 
called the plan “an attempt to 
perpetuate under United Nations 
auspices the White Paper of 
1939.” He warned it would meet 
“with the most determined op. 
position of the Jewish people. 
The main effect of the scheme 
is to subjugate the Jews as a 
minority to Arab domination.” 


Austin said the agreement 
would make specified provisions 
for immigration and land pur- 
chase, in consultation with rep- 
resentatives of the Jewish and 
Arab communities. 


Farris E] Khouri, Syrian rep- 
resentative on the Security Couns 
cil said the U. S. plan was un- 


’ acceptable to the invading Arabs, 


On the delicate issue of wheth- 
er the U. S. would provide troops 
for the agreement, a spokesman 
for the U. S. delegation referred 
to Austin’s emphasis on a state- 
ment that the U. S. would take 
its part in efforts to solve the 
problem but would not take any 
unilateral action. 

Under the U. S. proposal the 
trusteeship would be terminated 
“whenever the Arab and Jewish 
communities of Palestine agree 
on a future government of the 
Holy Land.” 


New Government of UN 

Under the trusteeship council, 
a separate body, called the “Gov- 
ernment of Palestine” would be 
set up with administrative, leg- 
islative and judicial powers, 
There would be a Cabinet and a 
“democratically-elected legisla- 
ture.” 

“The “Government of Pales- 
tine” would be responsible for 
maintaining law and _ order 
“through its locally recruited po- 
lice and volunteer forces” under 
Article 84 of the UN charter 
which specifies that such police 
and volunteer forces must con- 
‘sist of the nationals of the ter 
ritory under trusteeship. 

If such forces were inadequate, 
then the Govenor General should 
be authorized to call upon “such 
states as would be specified in 
the agreement.” Which nations 
would be named was not made 
clear.

1, The church press has not 
peen vigilant enough in expos- 
jing the ‘enemy within the 
gates,’ the vicious anti-Jewish 
propagandist who is on the 


pro-fascist fringe of the 
ehurch; 
9, “The church press has 


done an injustice to the Zion- 
jst aspirations shared by an 
overwhelming majority of the 
Jewish people. 

g. “The church press has not 
peen sufficiently aware of what 
anti-Jewish agitation means in 
terms of undermining the val- 
ues of Western Civiligation. 

4, “The church press has not 
created among Christians a 
sense of contrition and repent- 
ance for the inescapable fact 
that anti-Semitism is fostered 
by Christians.” 


Lists Fringe Press 

He listed the type of periodi- 
cals used by the “vicious anti- 
Jewish propagandist” as includ- 
ing Harvey Springer’s ‘Western 
Voice,” Carl McIntire’s “Chris- 
tian Beacon,” William D. Hers- 
trom’s “Bible News Ftashes,” 
Gerald B. Winrod’s “Defender,” 
Bob Schuler’s “Methodist Chal- 
lenge,” and the two Gerald L. K.

“We have not given accurate 
facts about the Zionist cause and 
its case,” Voss said. “We have 
not told the story of the Zionist 
pioneers’ magnificent achieve- 
ments in rebuilding the Holy 
Land as a Jewish national home.” 

Voss said that the Protestant 
press has not given adequate 
support to the “legitimate and 
just quest” of the Jewish peo- 
ple for nationhood and that 
“we have had too little sense of 
guilt that in a so-called Chris- 
tian civilization, more than 
six million Jews were done to 
death.” 

He added that the Church press 
has “tolerated the missionaries’ 
distortion of facts about Zionism 
in Palestine and even today we 
have not lifted our  voicees 
against betrayal of the United 
Nations by America through the 
US. reversal of its support of 
the Palestine partition plea.” 

Turning to the final charge, 
Voss asked;

rhetoric of political leaders over 
Palestine for a currency, the 
real value of which they never 
seriously confronted. When they 
had messages of good will, they 
took them as achievements of 
importance. When they had ad- 
vertisements signed and paid for 
by others, they believed that the 
work of emancipation went for- 
ward. 

They never, neither in Eng- 
Jand nor in the United States, 
made elear and unmistakable, 


as they ought to have made 
clear and unmistakable, their 
separation from and hatred for 
the evil Fascist element that 
has grown up among the Jews 
and still darkens that side of 
the horizon in these matters, 
which is the major sign known 
to non-Jews all over the world. 
Misled By Selves 

They thought too often, wheth- 
er in the House of Commons or 
in Washington, that successful 
lobbies meant the genuine accept- 
ance of vital principles, and they 
were too often as eager as de- 
ceive themselves as they were to 
confront the hard facts that are 
before us.... 

OUR BUSINESS as Jews is to 
use the stark technique of reason 
on the hard facts that we con- 
front. When our reason has an- 
alyzed our problem, let us bring 
emotion to its service, But if our 
reason is clouded by our emotion, 
the perspectives that we confront 
are not reflected in the actuality 
that we have to overcome. 

The terrorists in Palestine made 
possible the stereotype of the 
Jew in Palestine for British opin- 
ion, which blotted out the image 
which day and night would have 
haunted every citizen of Great 
Britain, above all, its Socialist 
citizens, if that terrorism had not 
done its foul work, 

You cannot, when you are a 
people in part inevitably alien 
among other people, you cannot 
hope that what is best in your 
achievement will be the basis 
of the judgment passed upon 
you. There is aggression’s law 
in these matters that drives out 
the achievement, to replace it 
by what can be so easily recog- 
nized as the evil currency of 
hate and fear and death, 

World Jewry To Blame 

And I think that world Jewry 
is also to blame, for the reason 
that from the very first the ur- 
gency of the problem ought to 
have persuaded it to realize that 
its first task was to divide those 
Arabs whose major interest was 
in the fulfillment of the great 
experiment, because their future 
depended upon its fulfillment, 
from the mass of the incredible 
effendi who had lived for long 
centuries upon the exploitation of 
the poor, the evil group of those 


who have shaped the policy of 
the mass of Arabs in Palestine,— 
the economic policy, the religious 
policy,—if religion is a term that 
is relevant to men of the Mufti’s 
character. 

They are men, those leaders, 
who have sought consistently, 
ever since 1919, to reserve a 
dying world from the challenge 
of the New World that is seeking 
to be born, and they find every- 
where their natural allies in the 
men and the forces in the five 
continents of this globe, who 
hope, with them, to live by priv- 
ilege, since they cannot survive 
by service. 


LET ME SAY HERE,: that 
though I have differences with 
him, and that many of them are 
profound differences of ultimate 
and fundamental principle, I 
could not leave this Congress un- 
less I said forthrightly, that on 
this matter Judah Magnes, with 
great courage and in the face of 
passionate opposition and hostil- 
ity, was more right than all of 
his critics, including myself, and 
that he saw more deeply into the 
fundamental interests it was the 
business of world Jewry to pur- 
sue than most of us who nar- 
rowed our vision to the building 
up of the Jewish Palestine. 

As I look at the record of 
those who live, only two Jews 
can put their hands on their 
hearts and say that they served 
this cause in Europe and Amer- 
ica as it ought to be served,— 
Chaim Weizmann and Stephen 
Wise,—and that in Palestine 
the clear and objective states- 
manship of my old student, 
one of the students of whom I 
am most proud, Moshe Shertok, 
—that that was the kind of 
insight, that was the kind of 
leadership that in every center 
of the community we ought to 
have given; and if that is a 
leadership about which in con- 
siderable degree there has been 
a failure, we are to blame. 


BUT THE MAJOR responsibil- 
ity is not ours. The major re- 
sponsibility arises out of the 
tragedy that has struck Czecho- 
Slovakia, that has struck the na- 
tions of the East, that may to- 
morrow strike the nations of the 
western world. We are the vic- 


tims as they are the victims of 
the inability at the end of the 
second world war of the great 
powers to learn the secret of 
peace is not to be found in mili- 
tary victory alone. We are not 
the doctors; we, as Heine said, 
are the diseased. 


Our business is not to imagine 
for one moment that what is tak- 
ing place at Lake Success will be 
decided by this conversation with 
that delegate, or by another con- 
versation in London or Washing- 
ton, in Paris or in Moscow. Our 
fate is in the hands of the fate 
of civilization, and in order to 
be good Jews we must be good 
Americans or good Englishmen or 
good Russians, and in order to be 
good Englishmen and American 
and Russians, we must first of all 
be good citizens of the world. We 
may owe a debt to our country, 
but there is a debt beyond the 
debt to our country that all of us 
owe, the debt beyond the debt to 
our country that all of us owe, 
the debt to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of civilized living upon 
which, and I wish I could give the 
emphasis that it requires, the 
fate of all Jewry depends. ... 


PALESTINE is not the cause. 
Palestine is the effect. It is, I 
think, probably too late now to 
prevent ‘the outbreak of hostili- 
ties that are both unnecessary 
and futile, hostilities that are not 
morally justifiable, and hostilities 
that will be politically tragic. If 
they continue, they will destroy 
more than Palestine. For the vic- 
tims of the disagreements be- 
tween the great powers will ulti- 
mately destroy their masters as 
well as themselves. 


I have no doubt that there will 
be the announcement of a Jewish 
State in Palestine, There willbe 
massacres of unarmed Jews from 
Algiers across Africa to Iraq and 
Lebanon. Evil men will rejoice, 
that Hitler, being dead, yet 
speaketh, It is at that moment, 
when we have sacrificed as Jews 
enough of our brethren and sis- 
ters to shake the conscience of 
common people, for in the long 
run Governments are controlled 
by the consciences of ordinary 
men and women, at that moment 
there will begin to emerge the 
possibility that a solution is at 


hand. Either that will come 
the fall of a final darkness y 
our civilization (civilizations hayg 
died before, and there is no syq 
thing as inevitable progress), 
that moment will mark the first 
gleam of a new day. 


I-KNOW that the Jews have nm 
alternative but to search for life

There is a national solut 
and there is a rational solutiog 
to the issue that is before yg 
But it is a solution that cannot 
be applied until we start on the 
business of building worl 
peace. We cannot begin to build 
world peace if you and I ang 
those who rule over us value 
more highly oil and strategie 
routes than they value the 
spirit of men, 


If the men who rule us today, 
whether in England or elsewhere, 
if they let things drift outside the 
Middle East, as they have le 
things drift so fantastically with 
in the Middle East, there will be 
no Jewish problem because ther¢ 
will be no Jews, 


The world will not listen tg 
your warning, as I know it will 
not listen to mine. 


DO LET US PRAY that swift. 
ly the echoes of the first guns 
that are fired in Palestine after 
May 15 will echo around the 
world. For if those guns are fired, 
they will be the first shots in that 
third global war which will end 
for our generation and for our 
children’s generation any pros 


pect of organized and civilized 
life. 
Our rulers in Europe and 


America, our rulers, in Asia as 
well, ought to recognize by now 
that those who leave the Jews to 
die because they dream greatly, 
are themselves destined to per- 
ish, to perish not for a dream but 
for a nightmare full of sound 
and fury but without meaning or

HAVE just been reading about David Du- 

vid Dubinsky and other Jewish gentlemen 
with whom he has industrial relations. One 
can feel Jewishly satisfied on their account. 
Not that I am one of those who make Jew- 
ish problems out of every human matter of 
event, as in the classic case of the Jew who, 
invited to write a thesis on 
elephants, wrote on “The 
Elephant and the Jewish 
Problem.” Nor am I one of 
those who like to make 
something Jewish out of 
every achievement by citi- 
zens who are Jewish, such 
as boxers and movie stars. 
(Only recently there has 
been a ludicrous effort to 
make something Jewish 
out of Ingrid Bergman). 

Yet, in the case of David Dubinsky and 
the other Jewish gentlemen with whom he 
does business, I do like to feel that they are 
essentially being moved by the ethical teach- 
ings of the Jews in their exemplary behavior 
as labor and management. They may not be 
in the least conscious of operating as Jews in 
their industrial relations, but that doesn’t mat- 
ter. Their way is chartered by our teaching 
and it is good to see Jews going in the way 
of that teaching, even though they may be 
guided only by vague mandates that haunt 
them from their early education; even though 
they may not be aware that what they are 
doing is finely Jewish. 

In these columns I have been saying right 
along that being a Jew is largely a matter of 
moral and social outlook, that a Jew’s best 
expression is in his function as a member of 
the brotherhood of man. (Lately there has 
been much of propaganda that makes a Jew 
some kind of nationalist, a ghetto person 
whose ghetto is within the boundaries of a na- 
tion, other than the one to which an Ameri- 
ean Jew really belongs). So, the other day, I 
was happy to receive a publication called 
“Partners—The Magazine of Labor and Man- 
agement.” It carried an article entitled “Real 
Unionism At Work” by Hawthorne Daniel. It 
was about David Dubinsky and the other gen- 
tlemen. 





® 

DAVID DUBINSKY is president of the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Trade 
Union, The others are the manufacturers— 
the cloak and suit trade, as it is called. They 
and Dubinsky had been getting along very 
well, indeed, ii peaceful relations toward the 
general good of the workers in the trade. Da- 
vid Dubinsky, as labor leader, had understood 
that there could be no good in strife for the 


workers, the employers or the public. He had _ 


little use for strikes. He was saying: “Strikes 
are uneconomical. It can take two years for 
workmen to make up in added wages what 
they lose in a walkout lasting only a few 
weeks. . . Wherever there’s a deadlock we 
are for arbitration.” 

The manufacturers had been going along 
with him. They knew that their own success 
was in contented workers who felt free in 
the power of being well organized. Mr. Du- 
binsky knew that the prosperity of the work- 
men hung on the ability of the manufacturers 
to make a profit. Merely for the workman to 


take wages was not enough. Besides giving 
a day of honest work he must try to contri- 
bute something to the efficiency of the indus- 
try. In Mr. Dubinsky’s union there is an en- 
gineering department, under Dr. William Gom- 
berg, to be helpful to employers. Mr. Dubins- 
ky’s engineering department had served the 
manufacturers, had made detailed studies of 
national dress markets, had caused countless 
improvements in cost accounting and inspec- 
tion, in the handling of materials and the elim- 
ination of waste, had increased the efficiency 
of workers, had assisted in the training of 
new workers. 
e é 

THERE WAS THE instance of the manu- 
facturer who had just gone into business and 
the union felt it should give him a hand. A 
field representative of Mr. Dubinsky’s union 
was in the neighborhood and one of the union’s 
officials wrote him: 

“On your way from Houston please stop 
in -~and see what you can do to be help- 
ful to who recently went into business 
and opened a dress shop; also see Mr. 
of the-———-—Blouse Shop. They are two very 
fine employers and whatever you could do to 
be helpful in coordinating their production will 
be appreciated.” . 

Mr. Dubinsky’s union had troubled itself 
about the lives of its members. In New York 
it maintained a health center for them where 
about 50,000 workers are treated in a year. 
It provides sick benefits from $7 to $15 a week, 
maternity benefits, convalescent homes. There’s 
education in the union. In cities all around 
the country the union offers a wide assort- 
ment of academic opportunities—classes in 
econamics, literature, history, dramatics, fine 
arts, public speaking. The goodness of the Du- 
binsky union had covered the country in the 
recent years. From some 40,000 members in 
1932 it now has more than 400,000. From hav- 
ing been an industry notorious for starvation 
wages, the ladies’ garment business now was 
paying $4000 to $5000 a year to the more 
skilled, and top craftsmen were earning even 
double this amount.

MR. DUBINSKY, WHOSE leadership had 
helped to make a contribution so notable to 
American industrial life, is one of the newer 
Americans. He was born in Brest-Litovsk, Po- 
land, on February 22, 1892, attended Hebrew 
school there and at 11 went to work in his 
father’s bakery. At 15 he was assistant secre- 
tary of the bakers’ union of Brest-Litovsk. 
Revolution against the czar was in the fer- 
ment then. Because he was a union man Da- 
vid was arrested three times by the czarist 
police as one who might be a menace to ezar- 
dom. He was imprisoned in Lodz for a year 
and a half. 

He came to the U.S. in 1911, went into tail- 
oring, became a cutter and from the ranks of 
his local union rose to national leadership in 
his trade. 

Certain of the rabbis arise from time to 
time to argue with me about my ideas of 
what it takes to be a Jew. Anyway, I like 
David Dubinsky’s way of being Jewish and 
the way of the other Jewish gentlemen who 
go along with him toward social and economic 
righteousness and the ultimate brotherhood.

HE. lusty, brawling, nostalgic days of 1900 form the backdrop

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The Editor's Chair 
AVING been to Boston 
twice, I am authority on 
Judaism in that city, if anyone 
wants to make anything out of 
the following. 

It may be that as the result 
of my peregririations, I have ac- 
quired the ability to sense the 
Jewish rating of any community, 
Which in the case of Boston 
would seem to me to be pretty 
high. Reform in Boston seems 
to me to be pretty close to Con- 
servatism elsewhere, and conser- 
vation is nothing more than neo- 
Orthodoxy as practiced in many 
another community. 

If Zionism is any _ criterion, 
there are no anti-Zionist rabbis in 
Bosten, and Rabbi Beryl Cohon, 
the lone non-Zionist isn’t such a 
non-Zionist either. 

Last week in Boston I spent a 
morning with Rabbi Liebman 
and the way that man is wor- 
Shipped by the Jewish commun- 
ity is a beautiful thing to behold, 
Two very important business 
men practically prostrated them- 
selves in front of him, not to 
mention every taxi driver or ele- 
vator girl or waitress. It made 
me understand why Rabbi Lieb- 
man refused the offer of New 
York’s Temple Emanu-El. 

I spent some time too, with 
Rabbi Dudley Weinberg, who in 
the short time he’s been in Bos- 
ton, has done a remarkable job, 
and with Rabbi Judah Nadich, 
who looks longingly at the hand- 
some building his congregation 
is finally completing adjoining 
the Shul, and with Rabbi Cohon, 
who showed me the two wrought- 
iron Menorahs which was re- 
sponsible for the story in The 
Post several years ago when 
they were dedicated. The gift 
came from a member of the board 
of Boston University, Dr. Daniel 
Marsh, president of the institu- 
tion, who was speaker on the oc- 
cassion. It was then that he said 
that Jews would all become Pro- 
testants in due time. 

Boston can be proud of her 
rabbis, but she should be proud- 
er of herself. She’s very close 
to the top Jewish community in 
the United States. And if you 
aren't very much impressed by 
the factors I’ve named thus far, 
then consider that she was the 
lone large Jewish community in 
the nation which last year went 
over the ‘top in its combined 
Jewish Appeal.

Rosenwald Fund Ends; 
Spent 22 Million 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
CHICAGO—The vast Julius 


Rosenwald Fund, established 
more than 30 years ago by the 
late American Jewish philan- 
thropist “for the well-being of 
mankind,” will terminate on June 
30. By that date, some $22,500,- 
000 will have been appropriated 
to various cultural and philan- 
thropic projects. More than $10,- 
000,000 was contributed by the 
Fund to a program of Negro edu- 
cation. 

The total expenditures of the 
fund represent capital and inter- 
est on the original endowment in 
1917 of 227,784 shares of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. stock. In setting 
up the trust, Rosenwald, head of 
the firm, specified that the funds 
must be spent within 25 years of 
his death. He died in 1932, 

He was the father of Lessing 
Rosenwald, president of the con- 
troversial American Council for 
Judaism, and William Rosen- 
wald, national co-chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal,

No Progress at Conservative Law Session 


LTHOUGH Rabbi Israel Goldman, presi- 


dent of the Rabbinical Assembly under 


whose auspices 160 Conservative rabbis met 
last week to discuss the conflicts brought on by 
strict observance of Jewish law, 
conference “had started the ball rolling,” a 
close inspection of reports of the all-day meet- 
ing reveal that little if anything of real signi- 
ficance was accomplished.

The Agunah of today, as is well known, wij 
remarry, law or no law. She has no desire tg 
transgress Jewish law, but this law is an invita. 
tion to be unlawful. At one point the laws of 
the Agunah had validity in Jewish life as 
was lived. Today it is an anachronism that even 
Orthodox rabbis will not care to defend. 

A group of Conservative rabbis believe they 
have the answer, They would create a legisla. 
tive body in Conservatism that would be ep. 
dowed’ not alone with the powers to interpret, 
but also the power to enact law, which is algo 
the power to reject law. 

Obviously ‘the present answer is no answer, 
It leads only to confusion and disrespect, 

In the end, Conservatism will be led by the 
forces it has already set in motion and the 
logic of its practices to create just such an 
authoritative law-making body. Its hesitancy in 
the matter is understandable, but harmful 
nonetheless. 


What the U. of L. Medical School Might Have Done 


HE announcement by the University of 

Louisville Medical School that because of 
its decision to admit a high ratio of Kentuckians 
as compared with recent years, only about 
three Jewish students were admitted last year 
as compared with nine to ten in former years, 
is convincing only in a negative way. 

As a Kentucky institution, supported by Ken- 
tuckians, the University has an obligation to 
its city and its state, 

But the end result is a quota against Jewish 
students whether that quota can be substan- 
tiated by logic or not. 

The fact remains that although in the ease 
of the University of Louisville probably no bias 
exists, that in other schools where quotas are 
the result of anti-Jewish prejudice, exactly the 
same reasons are advanced. 

To the sick person, even to Hitler or, as was 
the case recently, Mr. Stalin, the religion 
of the doctor is unimportant. And so 
too with the people of Louisville or Kentucky. 

As a result of the fine medical training of- 
fered by the University of Louisville and as a 
result of the quotas in the east which President 


John W. Taylor comments on, Louisville espe. 
cially, and probably Kentucky also, has a fine 
complement of exceedingly capable Jewish 
doctors which add not little to the excellence 
of medical practice, 

Entrance requirements should be on‘ ability 
not on place of residence. 

Was it altogether impossible for the univer. 
sity to have paid its debt to Louisville and Ken. 
tucky and still have admitted the nine or ten 
Jewish students a year? 

Then the university could have made the 
statement that the institution preferred not to 
eut its number of out-of-town students because 
in most cases these were Jewish and because 
it wished to show the medical world that its 
emphases were on quality and democratic prac. 
tice. 

As it was President Taylor had only this to 
Say: 

You can’t realize how much pressure the peo- 
ple in New York and New Jersey exert to get 
Jewish students accepted. Many Jewish stu 
dents say they can’t get into Northern schools 
because of tight racial quotas,

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(CHALLENGES BERGER'S ANALYSIS;

Editor, The National Jewish Post: 

your caption, “Rabbi Berger 
Sides with Rosenwald,” evokes 
the classic question, “Mai ko 
mashma lon?” We all know 
that Rosenwald is Elmer’s “El- 
sie.” The real news is that El- 
mer is quite in keeping with the 
character of his more popular 
namesake. He still clings tena- 
ciously to the old threadbare the- 
ories of liberalism and its mani- 
festations in a democratic soci- 
ety, despite the fact that reality 
even in our Own democracy com- 
pletely contradicts these theories. 

Since Elmer (in human guise) 
jg so hopelessly confused by the 
contradictions of reality to his 
pet theories, I should like to try 
my hand at setting him straight. 

For one thing, if he is ho 
averse to romanticism, he should 
not have quoted the romantic 
posh of Isaac Berr. The gist of 
his long-winded quotation is pri- 
marily this portion: 

“But I cannot too often repeat 
to you how absolutely necessary 
it is for us to divest ourselves en- 
tirely of that narrow spirit, of 
corporation and congregation, in 
all civil and political matters not 
immediately connected with our 
spiritual laws. In these things 
we must absolutely appear simply 
as individuals, as Frenchmen, 
guided only by a true patriotism 
and by the general good of the 
nations.” 

That was pretty good for 1791, 
but in 1948 we know that neither 


has set up a dichotomy where it 
does not exist. They pose the 
semingly weighty problem that 
there “is a need for a decision on 
the part of most of the Jews of 
the world. Are they somehow to 
be tied up to a nation of their 
own—the Zionist State—or are 
they integral elements of the 
lands in which they live, Jews 
only by virtue of their religion?” 


If they would change one word 
they would finl that there is no 
need for decision. It should read: 
“Jews by virtue of their religion 
and common ancestry?” Then I 
would tell you that it is a per- 
fect statement—not an interro- 
gation. This is the statement: 

They are. somehew to be tied 
up to a nation of their own—the 
Zionist State—and they are to 
be integral elements of the lands

Even for a non-Jewish Zionist, he is remarkably well informed 
on Judaism and Zionism. Of course, I know some Jewish intel- 
lectuals who have read a book or two on Jewish subjects but most 


of them are not good enough Zionists for me. 

I also know some better Jewish Zionists than those intel- 
lectuals but they haven’t read what Mr. MacDonald has read. 
By the way, he reads the National Jewish Post when he gets 
a chance. He wonders what kind of a Jewish community is 
Indianapolis that has produced this publication. (The Post is 
also published in Louisville and St. Louis.—Ed.) 

Indianapolis is one of the three Jewish communities in North 
America that this famous man has not had occasion to visit. The 
other two are San Antonio and Houston, for which he is definitely 
too much of a Jew. 


HIS FATHER USED to say his prayers in Gaelic; he told me. 
“He was sure the Lord could only understand that Janguage— 
Gaelic, not Hebrew,’ he smiled. 

I wondered why the Jews in Palestine have made a greater 
success of reviving Hebrew than the Irish have in reviving Gaelie, 
despite the fact that the Irish had two distinct advantages: one, 
there were still whole sections of Western Ireland where the peas- 
antry never cased using Gaelic; two, the Irish, for 25 years, have 
had a government sponsoring the revival of their national tongue. 
When DeValera came to New York, he wore a red circle in his lapel 
as a sign he could be addressed in Gaelic. 

In Palestine, Jews don’t have to wear insignia to show they 
can speak Hebrew; it is taken for granted. I offered the following 
explanation: the Jews did not find in Palestine an established lan- 
guage and civilization as English entrenched itself in Ireland be 
fore the Irish Free State came into being; there were many schol- 
ars among the pioneers who went to Palestine; Hebrew was a 
necessary and logical unifying language for Jews who came from 
various parts of the world speaking differing languages. 

Mr. MacDonald’s explanations were: the Jews in Palestine had 
great leadership in the Hebraic rebirth; the Jews had no govern 
ment in Palestine, so that Hebrew became the expression of Jew- 
ish nattonal self-assertion. 


MOST OF THE passengers are Italians from America going 
home for a visit. They have brought with them from the Italian 
provinces south of Rome, where the great cultural tradition of 
Italy never penetrated, a little of whatever Italian culture there 
was there. In America, in the hard struggle for existence and ad- 
justment, even that little became obliterated, while the American- 
ism they acquired is of the crudest and shallowest type. So today, 
they can’t even sing an Italian song in a half-decent manner, ané 
they speak an atrocious English. But the butcher who made $60,000 
during the war is going home to Sicily to visit his eld mother, 
after 27 years, and ‘I tell you, Frank,” he says, “I am nervous, I 
cannotte sleepe.” 

There are young American-born girls going to Italy to marry 
men they know only by correspondence. As often as not, the 
mother had to help the daughter compose a letter in Italian. I 
have met no American-born Italian who knows Italian well. At 
most, they have a smattering of whatever dialect—Sicilian, Nea- 
politan of Calabrese—they picked up at home, like eur American 
Jews who pick up a bit of Yiddish at home. Some don’t know any 
Italian at all. But they have family ties with Italy and maintain a 
certain interest in the country. 

The American-born feel American and love America, despite 
the fact that they are not highly regarded by the Anglo-Saxon 
Americans. The consciousness of sectional origins and differences 
among the Sicilians, Calabrians and Neapolitans is strenger than 
among the Litvacks and Galicians among American Jews. The 
members of the crew and the few Italians of real Italian culture, 
especially those who come from the North, turn up their noses. 

There seems to prevail a general feeling aboard that the Com- 
munists won’t win in Italy.

Regis- 
tered under the name of “Dave Bergstein” he played with 
the AZA team in San Francisco and helped the club reach 
a regional tournament. An investigation of the AZA rolls re- 
vealed that Bergstein was a phony. Consequently Walshie was 
forced to leave the team.

HUTCHESON FAVORS U.S. STAND; 
SAYS TRUSTEESHIP [S ANSWER

HOUSTON, Tex.,—Judge J. C. 
Hutcheson, Jr., who served as 
nead of the American section of 
the Anglo-American Commission 
of Inquiry on Palestine, this 
week broke a long silence on the 
Palestine debate with a vigorous 
defense of the United States pro- 
2osal for a trusteeship. 


Recalling that the unanimous 
report of the Commission, which 
was scuttled by the British, had 
proposed exactly the same soiu- 
tion, Judge Hutcheson in a letter 
to the Houston Chronicle, assert- 
ed that the ancient history of both 
Jews and Arabs had no bearing 
on the issue. Hutcheson said that 
“the rights. and obligations of 


_Jew and Arab there, and the ob: 


ligations of the world to support 
and defend those rights, derive 
entirely from the mandate and 
the history which has been and is 
being made under it.” 

He said that in backing trus- 
teeship on the Commission of 
Inquiry he believed then and 
now that under such an ar- 
rangement the friction and 
hates of Jews and Arabs could 
be allayed and a unitary bi-na- 
tional Palestine could in time 
be set up. 


Touching the issue of immigra- 
tion, he said that trusteeship 
would carry out provisions of the 
Mandate to provide “for facili- 
tating Jewish immigration under 
suitable conditions.”

Advice for the Nominating Committee 

The name of the Training Bureau for Jewish Communal] Ser, 
vice leaped up at me from a publicity release last week, and | 
scanned the item with eager interest. I found to my disappoint, 
men,t however, that the course, sponsored by 11 national orgay, 
izations as well aS numerous local welfare funds and federations, 
is for the professional workers in the Jewish 
community, and is intended to train personnel 
for executive posts and specialized services with 
Jewish communal bodies. 

That’s just fine, but my momentary excite- 
ment was caused by the hope that perhaps some- 
thing was at last being done to train lay lead- 
ers in the Jewish community, and prepare them 
for their duties and responsibilities, From the 
rabbinical seminaries and professional .schools 
down, we have adequate educational] facilities for 
the rabbis, the executive directors, the social 
workers, the teachers. and the others who serve the community 
—and certain standards of education and experience are rightly 
set up to govern employment in these fields. 

But in the far more important field of lay leadership there 
are no standards. A man may be elected president of a B’nai 
Brith lodge because he has a high bowling score; he may be 
named to head a Zionist District because he personally col. 
lects the dues from a majority of the members; he may be. 
come a synagogue presidert as a form of insurance against 
heavy expenses. The criterion for election as president of a 
welfare fund is too well known to be repeated.

WHEN NOMINATING committes weigh the qualifications of 
a man for responsible position in the life of the Jewish commun. 
ity they ask: How much money does he have? Is he persona grata 
with the non-Jews? Is he a “regular guy?” Does he entertain at 
his home? Is his occupation “respectable?” 

No one asks: How much Jewish education has he had? What 
is his philosophy of Jewish life? Does he know anything about 
Jewish history, about the organization and structure of the Jew. 
ish community, about ideological trends in Jewish life? There 
is considerably more interest in the liquor supply in his base. 
ment than in the number and type of books on his shelves,

FOR A MOMENT, then, I thought that the Training Bureay 
for Jewish Communal Service would meet the situation. Well, 
some day the need will be filled. The time will yet come, I hope, 
when no American Jew or Jewess will be considered qualified for 
any elective or appointive position of authority or responsibility 
in Jewish community life unless he shall have completed an ac 
credited course in Jewish Communal Service. 

The same high professional standards which we presently 
require of our rabbis, our doctors, teachers and lawyers, will yet 
apply to our shule presidents, our campaign chairmen and the 
members of local Boards of Jewish Education, varying only in 
degree. For is it too much to ask that these who aspire to lead 
the Jewish community should have at least the training and ed: 
ucation and preparation for leadership? 

Obviously the necessary training schools can not be set 
up in every community, but a basic correspondence course— 
a reading course—can be conducted centrally, and aspiring 
students can pursue their studies in the comfort of their own 
homes. Of course if bowling night conflicts with plans for 
reading Salo Baron’s “The Jewish Community: Its History 
and Structure,” Mr. Klal Tuer must simply make up his mind 
whether he wants to be lodge bowling champion or lodge 
president.

PERHAPS THERE are some conscientious lay leaders who 
sense their own inadequate education and preparation for the 
positions of trust which they hold. If they cannot wait for the 
setting up of the formal courses which I suggest, I shall be glad 
to send them my recommendations for a course of voluntary home 
reading. I shall be glad to hear, as well, from ambitious vice-pres- 
idents, politically minded board members and others who wish to 
serve the community in one capacity or another. Their desire to 
serve must be qualified only by the desire to serve well.

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How To Be A Disloyal American 

HERE must be, doubtless, many ways to be a disloyal Ameri- 
eg aS many perhaps, as the Thomas Committee on un- 
American Activities would have us believe. Still, the incidence of 
this disease in all walks of life, the military not excepted, has been 
fairly well established. This, despite the fact that no one sets out 
deliberately to be a disloyal American. 

For a Jew there is one way that is especially easy—so easy, 
in fact, that not a few may drift into it all but unconsciously. And 
now horrified they would be, and how outraged, to find that some- 
one dared to pin this label on them! The secret formula! Simply, 
by being a disloyal Jew. 

A disloyal Jew may be said to be one who neglects to develop 
his Jewish personality, or to take his place in the Jewish com- 
munity. By this failure he is guilty of helping rob America of one 
of its greatest resources—its human resources. 

To be a disloyal Jew one need but follow one or more of these 
courses, listed here more or less haphazardly: 

1. Fail to receive a Jewish education, or fail to give one 
to his children. 

2. Be indifferent to events in Jewish life. 

3. Give aid and comfort to the enemies of the Jewish peo- 
ple, by being “broadminded.” 

4. Rejoice over the failure of the U.S. Government to re- 
deem its sacred pledges given to the Jewish people. 

Young people are not immune from this virus. Youth is no ex- 
cuse in this instance. In times of national emergency, it is pre- 
cisely the young who are called upon to make the greatest sacri- 
fices.

Summer Jobs For The Right People 
ITH Passover around the corner, the hot breath of summer 
Wi: already upon our necks. To young people everywhere, 
this means vacation time, freedom from duties. Some few, of 
course, are contemplating these months earning money on some 
summer job. Many others, though, are planning to “take it easy.” 

Older boys and girls might do well to consider combining 
their free time in the summer with some form of service to 
their communities, a combination not necessarily devoid of 
monetary compensation. Every Jewish community is crying 
for young people in connection with its camping program. 
Junior counselors and counselors-in-training are needed where- 
ever a community is planning summer activities for its young. 

The financial returns from a job of this kind may not be com- 
parable with a summer job in business or industry. Selling ice 
cream, waiting on tables in a resort hotel, or clerking in a five-and- 
ten store may net more cash. But then something is to be said for 
the more indidect benefit to be derived from a jobin a camp. The 
reference is not only to the sense of satisfaction which comes from 
the performance of a public service. Many young people realize 
that camp discipline, camp skills, camp experiences are rich in items 
that go into the building of finer and more alert personalties, not 
only in campers but in counselors as well, and indeed in everybody 
around a camp. Such training is bound to pay big dividends later 
on. 

Your community center or YMHA, your bureau of Jewish 
education, your synagogue, may be straining their eyes this 
very minute looking for someone just like you. They need 
ou to enable them to carry on their program this year. But 
they are on the look-out for you also as a potential leader in 
your community, a young man or woman with personality, 
with intelligence, with a sense of responsibility. 

And even if you need a job that pays, you may do well not to 
overlook a camp job as a possibility. If, on the other hand, your 
basic interest is in the amount you are going to make, the job is 
not for you. Or rather, you are not for the job.

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Science Examines The Jew 





CAN YOU TELL A JEW FROM LOOKING 
AT HIM? RESEARCH DOESN'T HELP

“Science Examines the Jew.”

HE ancient question about 

. pewtion a Jew can be identi- 


fied from his physical appeat 


ance. -which still provokes argu- 
ments after reverberating down 
the centuries of Jewish-Gentile 
relationships -has been submit- 
ted to some research probing. 


The results are a little confusing. 

Frederick H. Lund and Wilner 
C. Berg of Psychology Depart 
ment of Temple University, set 
out to learn the “certainty with 


which these assumed character- 
istics can or cannot be _ identi- 
fied.” Their fiindings are report- 


ed in the August, 1946, Journal 

of Social Psychology. 
interested in Definite Groups 
Their study was _ interested 

mainly in the possibility of iden- 


tifving definite nationality 
groups from physical apperance 
—for instance, British, Italian, 
Polish. ~Russian, German and 
Scandinavian. 

While they were at it, Lund 
and Berg also tried to learn 


whether the same judges could 
pick out Jews and non-Jews in 
the same groups just from look- 
ing at them and listening to them 
talk. This phase of the study 
was based on the argument that 
conversion has featured the rise 


and spread of Christianity but 
has largely been absent in the 
ease of Judaism. 

Consequently, say the phy- 
chologists, “certain physical 
traits would seem to disting- 
uish the Jews” because Jews 
are largely of Semitic and 
East European origin. The au- 


thors then set down the argu- 
ment that “writers on the sub- 
ject of nationality and nation- 
alism observe that Judaism is 
noi merely a religious faith 
but a form of nationalism” 


invite our readers comments on 


(American Council for Judaism, 
please note.) 

The subjects , were 1,075 ele- 
mentary school pupils, 1,150 
high school pupils and 650 col- 
lege students, all from the Phil- 
adelphia-Camden area “where 
most of the European nationality 
strains found in this country are 
fairly well represented.” 

Twelve college students and 
six high school and college -in- 
structors were the judges. Lund 
and Berg do not indicate any in- 
terest in the intriguing question: 
Were any of the judges Jewish? 

Each of the subjects filled out 
a data sheet for Lund and Berg 
which the judges of course did 
not see. Then each subject 
walked through two rooms. 

First, Appearance Only 

{n the first room, the subject 
was judged as to nationality or- 
igin, European background and 
Jewishness on the basis of physi- 
cal appearance only. In the sec- 
ond room, the subject was asked 
some questions so the judges 
could add what they learned 
from the subjects’ manner of 
speech to their judgments on 
physical characteristics. 

The findings are presented in 
tables which—-despite the  psy- 
chologists nationalism approach 

they labeled “Judgment of Re- 
ligious Affiliation”—-one table for 
appearance alone and one table 
for appearance and speech. 

The tables indicate that the 
judges picked out Jews and 
Christians with considerable 
accuracy but the psychologists 
are dubious about the results. 
They reported: 

“While out of the total number 
of judgments, 86.9 per cent and 
87.3 per cent were correct, re- 

spectively, for appearance alone 


and for appearance and speech, 
it cannot be concluded that these 
figures are representative of the 
degree of identifiability that ac- 
tually exists.” They indicate that 
a more conservative figure would 
place identifiability at 65 or 70 
per cent, which is still well above 
chance, (On a pure guess, a judge 
would rate a subject as Jew or 
Christian with 50 per cent accu- 
racy). 

The researchers say that the 
averages for the two groups— 
around 90 per cent for the Chris- 
tians and 48 per cent for the 
Jews—“are probably as mislead- 
ing as are the total averages.” 

The reason? Obviously, if the 
figures—90 per cent and 48 per 
cent—-are taken at face value, 
it would mean that “whereas the 
Christians can readily be distin- 
guished from the Jews,” in the 
same mixed group, “the Jews 
cannot as readily be distinguish- 
ed from the Christians,” which 
presumably doesn’t make sense. 


Some Groups Prefered 


of the answer may be 
found in what Lund and Berg 
called “preferential allocation,” 
which is a tendency on the part 
of the judges to place all doubt- 
ful cases in the group “which is 
numerically or otherwise favor- 
ed,” in this case, the non-Jews, 

The psychologists worked 
out what they called confusion 
indices to measure statistically 
the amount by which their 
judges failed to make accurate 
judgements. These indices re- 
veal that for every Christian 
called a Jew, there were nine 
Jews who were called Chris- 
tians.” 

The authors say that all who 
were identified as Jews actually 
were Jews (presumably by their 
own statement on the data 
sheets; Lund and Berg do not in- 
dicate whether they are aware of 
the existence of runaway Jews 
who prefer not to admit the con- 
nection) and that the rest were 
labeled Christians. 

They conclude that “it would 
follow that less than half the

Parley on Lag of Jewish Law 
Behind Need Ducks Issues

NEW YORK—If you were a 


Jewish woman who lost your 
husband in military service, and 
you could not prove he was dead, 
would you feel free to consider 
re-marriage? 

Under Jewish law, you would 
be an Agunah and forbidden to 
remarry, which represents one of 
the conflicts between Jewish law 
and modern conditions for which 
160 Conservative rabbis met in a 
conference here. 


The conference at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary brought 
forth some committees but no 
positive effort to tackle the issues 
squarely. 


The concensus of discussion 
on the problem of the Agunah 
was that the rabbinate was 
powerless to do more than in- 
terpret the law with lenience. 
The conference added, however, 
that Jewish marriage laws as 
they exist today are flexible 
enough to prevent undue hard- 
ship for the Agunah. 


“Those who wish to modify the 
Marriage law by new and radical 
legislation must recognize that 
legislation requires authority, 
which we have not and which no 
other existing body of rabbis can 
now claim,” the conference said. 


Law Cannot Be Changed 

“Without authority, one can 
defy the law but cannot change 
it,” the conference added, “The 
woman who marries a_ second 
husband without a Get from her 
first does not change the law; the 
rabbi or group of rabbis who 
sanction it, with as little author- 
ity as the woman has, are equally 
violators of the law, not legisla- 
tors.” 


Rabbi Louis Epstein and other 
speakers expressed the hope that 
in the new Jewish state a su- 
preme judicial body would de- 
velop which would have the pow- 
er to make “our holy laws opera- 
tive in the life of a normal peo- 
ple.”

GERMAN JEWS FLED 
FATHERS BAPTIZED

Flight from Judaism, which 
set in at the close of the eight- 
eenth century, showed no sign 
of abating through much of the 
nineteenth. A veritable epidemic 
of baptism swept the Jewish 
communities of Germany. 

As early as 1810 the Prussion 
King had to take steps to slow 
down the rate of conversions, 
which threatened to deprive the 
royal treasury of valuable spe- 
cial taxes levied upon Jews. A 
decree was issued forbidding pas- 
tors to baptize Jews, unless these 
could produce a police statement 
certifying to the seriousness of 
their intentions. 

The procession to the cross was 
begun by the financial aristocra- 
cy and the intellectuals. The 
lower bourgeoise followed. The 
will to complete assimilation was 
so strong among the emanci- 
pated Jewish youth that- not even 
threatened disinheritance  pre- 
vented sons from embracing 
Christianity and thus meeting 
their fellow Germans on an 
equal footing. 

Many a father had his children 
baptized during their minority, 
though he himself might refrain 
from submitting to this rite’ Bap- 
tism was not regarded as apos- 
tasy but as a corollary of assim- 
jlation,

The Jewish father of Felix 
Mendeilssohn-Bartholdy explained 
to his children that he raised 
them as Christians because this 
religious form was common to 
most educated people and hence 
a social necessity. He himself 
hesitated to desert the faith of 
his ancestors, but was urged to 
do so by his brother-in-law Salo- 
mon, who had taken on the name 
of Bartholdy at the time of his 
conversion. 

“You say, you owe it to the 
memory of your father—do you 
really think you did something 
wicked when ou gave your chil- 
dren the religion which you re- 
gard as better for them? It is 
rather a form of homage which 
you and all of us are rendering 
to the efforts of your father in 
behalf of true enlightenment. He 
would perhaps have acted as you 
did for your children and I for 
my person, One can remain true 
to an oppressed, persecuted re- 
ligion, and can even force it on 
one’s children with the prospect 
of a lifelong martyrdom—as long 
as one regards it as the sole 
means of salvation.
